Jake 
Loggins and Lemley are driving 
a cross-tunnel to tap the old 
Lawrence vein at the bottom of a 
shaft that has been sunk to water 
level. 

It looks as though we are going 
to have considerable activity in 
mining in Auraria district in the 
very near future — the Dahlonega 
Gold Mining and Milling Co., 
and the Etowah Gold Mining and 
Milling Co. are going to make 
things hum this fall. The Barlow, 
Sovey and Tower are doing fine. 

Messrs. Prank Griffin, Tom and 
Ross McDonald, who have the 
Lockhart mine leased, are making 
good progress with their work. The 
mill has been" running about a 
week and the plates show up well. 
There is abundance of good ore at 
this mine which lies in a shaft 
under the mill and can be han- 
dled at a very small cost. 

Work at Jumbo Mine is pro- 
gressing nicely. Shapt No 1 is 
down 24 feet below water level, 
and fine ore is being piled out on 
the dump. The new vein uncov- 
ered, excavating foundation for 
residence, is showing up finely. 
It has been cut in a number of 
places further up the hill and is 
now being cross-cut and ore taken 
out. A number of our local 
miners visited the property last 
week and all say it is the biggest 
gold mine they eyer saw. The 12 
foot vein, on top of the mountain, 
known as the ''Pine Log" vein, is 
attracting much attention. All 
agree that it is the biggest panner 
they ever saw for a vein of its 
size. Let the good work go on. 
We have always known that Geor- 
gia would come to the front as a 
gold country.

Sodium bicarbonate (baking 

soda) 2 lbs 

Sodium hyposulphite 2 lbs 

Glauber salts lib 

(Or Epsom salts, 2 lbs.) 

AntimoDy sulphide 1 lb 

Pulverize each of the ingredients 
well and mix them together thor- 
oughly 

The dose is a tablcspoonf ul for 
each 200 pounds weight of the 
hogs, given twice a day in shorts 
bran slop feed. 

Another remedy somewhat less 
complicated, which has been used 
with good success by the Indiana 
Experiment Station is: 

Chlorate of potash 1 lb 

Bicarbonate of soda lib 

Nitrate of potash 2 lbs

that considerable excited talk has 
been had, and it has been thought 
that the Trustees of the Public 
school have done some vicious 
thing that called for injunction 
and probably more seyerc rem- 
edies. The local referred to, 
stated that contrary to law, the 
trustees had adopted a rule allow- 
ing all children nearest the school 
to attend it just the same as those 
in Dahlonega, "free of charge," 
and that the attendance had been 
thereby so swollen as to require a 
teacher, and that there were 
those who would enjoin the collec- 
m of taxes, &c. 

At a meeting held &ept. £st, the 
following resolution was adopted? 
"Resolved, That faereajfter all 
children of schaoj age diying in the 
Dahlonega district, and living 
nearer the graded school 
than any public school in the 
country shall be received and be 
lowed to attend the graded 
school at the request of the Board 
of Education of the county for as 
much as the Public school term, 
upon payment by said Board of 
Education of the public school; tax. 
money allotted to such children. 
A.fter attending such time, said 
children shall pay at the rate of 
one dollar per month. I"t is pro- 
vided that sueh children shall be 
received o#!y when it does not in> 
convenience nor incommode the 
school, and the right is reserved 
to refuse any such children, or to 
dismiss them after they have 
received, at the pleasure of this 
Board." 

The reason for the adoption of 
this resolution, as expresse 
time, was that it would enable 
some two or three very poor chiL 
dren tc attend school at least five 
months, who would otherwise, by 
reason of their geographical loca 
tion, be denied the privilege o£. ait- 
tending any school. We were 
animated by a feeling of aiding 
some .childj without expense 
to the town, escaping the thrall- 
dom of illiteracy. If this were a 
fault it certainly "leaded on virs 
side." The resolution as' 
above adopted was favored by 
four members and opposed by one 
member of the Board, the op- 
position being on the ground that 
t was costing Dahlonega more per 
capita to educate her children than 
we would be receiving from the 
County Board. At a meeting of 
our Board yesterday a calculation 
was made and it was ascertained 
that the objection was good and in 
order to eon form strictly to the 
law we would have to charge each 
child covered by the resolution 
the sum of 23 cents per month, in 
addition to the amount paid by the 
County Board, and this was done. 
It will bo observed that the reso- 
lution, as originally passed, re- 
quired the following conditions 
before any child would be received 
under it, to-wit: 

1. That such child should live 
nearer the graded school than any 
other. 

That the County Board should 
first request that we receive such 
child. 

3. That the County Board should 
pay us the public money for such 
child. 

L That such child be taught on- 
ly for the public term, and for any 
time over that term such child 
should pay the regular rate of 
one dollar per month. 

That we would receive such 
ehild only when it would not ins 
convenience nor incommode the 
school, and we reserved the right 
to dismiss it at any time. The idea 
being that we would at all times 
provide for the children within 
the city limits before any other 
received or retained after 
having been received. 

Now we haye added a sixth con- 
dition in order that the majesty 
of the law might be upheld and 



we charge 23 cents per month ex 
tra- for such chijd. 

We have carefully investigated 
the .attendance and we find that 
there are only six children in the 
school covered by that resolu- 
tion. Some of these six are able 
to pay the 23 cents per month 
and others are not. They would 
h&ye to jieave unjess the2,3cts. was 
paid for them, but this will proba- 
bly be done. It can be thus seen 
what a "tempest in fi tea pot" 
there has been. Six children on- 
ly invojved flnd they at the pitiful 
sum of £3 Aente per month for five 
months. These six are scattered 
through several grades and the as- 
surance 19 given that their at- 
tendance wilj not .cause the etn- 
ployment of an additional teach.- 



So much is said at so many 
times and by so many people 
about enjoining the collection of 
taxes that I deem it at least a 
matter of some public interest to 
conclude this card with a quota-? 
tion ,of the language of the Su- 
preme court in a case brought 
many years ago for the purpose 
,pf enjoining the collection of a 
school tax. The Supreme court 
say: 

"Mere administrative acts on 
the part of the local Board of 
Education are complained of, but 
it is enough to say of these that 
they furnish uo cause for enjoin- 
ng the.coljlections of the seh.Qo,l 
If as pub lb functionaries 
the Ro$rd fail to execute ,tbei.r 
duties conformably to law^ the 
remedy is not to cut off their snp> 
ply of money by enjoining lawful 
taxation or the collection of taxes 
legally assessed., but some other 
appropriate proceeding." (See 
86 Georgia Reports, page 616.) 

The "appropriate proceeding" 
relative to our Board would be, as 
to thoee of us who do vicious 
things and are not acceptable 
stewards, to turn us out. Let tig 
be made "statesmen without 
jobs."
